teaches by eye as well as by ear; 
that the actions of the priest, the 
pictures, statues, etc., are all part 
of the wonderful system of relig- 
ious instruction which has been 
used by the Church for many cen- 
turies. . 

A Catholic at Mass is not re- 
quired to follow textually every 
word that is being said by the 
priest at the altar. The Mass is a 
great act of Sacrifice at which all 
present assist. While the priest re- 
peats the prayers of the liturgy, 
the people may pray according to 
their individual needs or desires. 
But it is not true that the Mass is 
not understood by those present at 
the Sacrifice. Prayerbooks are pro- 
vided with both the English and 
the Latin prayers, and in most in- 
stance these prayers are placed 
side by side. Thus any person who 
is able to read may follow the 
prayers which the priest. says in 
Latin. 

The Church uses Latin because 
it is a dead language. By this we 
mean that it is an unchanging lan- 
guage in which the words preserve 
for all time their original meaning. 
All of us are familiar with the dif- 
ferent meanings which words in 
our own language, a living and de- 
veloping one, assume in the course 
of time. If similar changes were 
allowed to creep into the Sacred 
Liturgy the real meaning of some 
of the services of the Church would 
in time become obscured. The use 
of Latin also enables Catholics of 
different nationalities to gather to- 
gether with one voice in the praise 
of God. An American Protestant 
visiting in France, for instance, 
must, unless he knows French, 
seek the English church; but a 
Catholic American abroad has only 
to go to the nearest Catholic 
church, where he will be able to 
understand the services, with the 
exception of the sermon which is, 
of course, delivered in the langu- 
age of the country, as well as he 
would were he attending them in 
his own church at home.

In COLLI®R’S for March 
18th, 1933, there appeared an 
article on THE NEW CAPI- 
TALISM, in which the author, 
without referring to the Holy 
Father, upholds his contention 
that the social order and also 
the industrial order need to be 
reconstructed on an entirely 
different basis. The article 
reminds the reader that our 
economic system has broken 
down twenty-two times in 
seventy-five years, | which 
means that many times during 
the memory of many people 
still living. It means an aver- 
age of once in every three and 
one-half years. Hitherto it 
was believed that only the so- 
cialist, theunemployed worker, 
the man with a grouch, be- 
lieved our economic system to 
be wrong. Now many captains 
of industry themselves con- 
fess that there is something 
seriously wrong, even if they 
are not ready to believe that 
the whole system must be dis- 
carded rather than be repair- 
ed. 

Among the men quoted in 
this article are Daniel Willard, 
President of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railway; Charles F. 
Kettering, Vice-President of 
General Motors; Thomas L. 
Chadbourne, a Wall Street 
corporation lawyer; Albert G. 
Milbank, a director of a large 
New York bank; H. I. Harri- 


man, President of the Cham- 


ber of Commerce of the Uni- 
ted States; Gerard Swope, 
head of the General Electric 
Company. Not only do these 
men fundamentally subscribe 
to the social teaching of the 
Pope’s Encyclicals, but they 
practically subscribe to the 
idea behind the structure of 
the Catholic Church itself, 
namely, guidance and direc- 
tion. They do not believe in 
the unlimited private competi- 
tion theory upon which Pro- 
testantism is based. They be- 
lieve that there should be or- 
der in the industrial world, so 
that supply would be related 
to demand, production to 
consumption. 

Every observant person 
must note the same confusion 
in the religious world outside 
the Catholic Church which is 
noted in the industrial world, 
arising from a multitude of 
conflicting ideas and notions.

God,” Mr. Zimmerman concluded 
his letter by asking that the three 
local stations refuse Judge Ruth- 
erford further use of their facili- 
ties.

Socialist Regime 
In Spain Staggered 
By Local Elections 


Madrid—The partial elections 
for councilmen, or rather popular 
representatives in the Corpora- 
tions or Municipalities, has re- 
sulted in a resounding triumph for 
the Catholics. The result in gen- 
eral is absolutely in opposition to 
the Government, that is to say, to 
the Socialists. 

Altogether, 16,031 councilmen 
were elected. Of this total, 6,481 
are Catholics and others in opposi- 
tion to the Government number 
4,108. The Government carried 
only 4,356 seats. The division of 
the electoral body was on the issue 
of Marxism or anti-Marxism; the 
anti-Marxist front formed by the 
Rights, the Radicals and other 
groups of lesser importance ob- 
tained almost 11,000 places. 

The Government has not dared 
to have the general elections for 
Corporations; but the partial elec- 
tions already have indicated suffi- 
ciently the hoped for chance of 
launching upon a great future. A 
third of the councilmen were elect- 
ed by means of Article 29 of the 
electoral law in force. According 
to this article, when the council- 
men are proclaimed in a district in 
which there is no opposition, they 
are elected automatically; but as 
this is not a true election, it is 
necessary to elect them duly. These 
eiections affect 44 provinces; Cata- 
lonia has a special regime; and 
Coruna and Orense do not have 
councils of this kind.

Protestant, Jewish 


Leaders Pay Tribute 
To Brother Barnabas 


Toronto.—Protestants joined the 
Catholies here in a tribute to 
Brother. Barnabas on the fourth 
anniversary of the great sponsor 
of the movement to uplift the un- 
derprivileged boy. 

Bishop Renison, of St. Paul’s 
Anglican church, paying tribute to 
Brother Barnabas at an interde- 
nominational meeting, said: “When 
the great Catholic Church under- 
takes to single out a man to do 
him special honor, truly that man 
must be worthy of honor.” 

The meeting brought together 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
groups in Toronto that are inter- 
ested in social welfare in general 
and boy guidance in particular. 

In a letter of invitation sent by 
Chief Knight Pocock to those in- 
terested in boys’ work in Toronto, 
he said of Brother Barnabas: 

“The Knights of Columbus re- 
vere his memory for instigating 
and establishing a course of train- 
ing at Notre Dame University for 
men who are imterested in the 
direction of Boys’ Clubs. In 1929, 
Brother Barnabas was awarded the 
degree of Doctor of Laws by the 
University of Notre Dame for his 
outstanding contribution to boy 
welfare and the social service field.

THE CONTRARY TRUE 

Instead of education being more 
efficient today, it is, according to 
the testimony of many prominent 
educators, far less efficient. Not 
long ago the Teachers’ College of 
Columbia University published a 
report on school financing, in which 
it is claimed that 9,500,000 Ameri- 
ean children are being deprived of 
“essential” schooling. That means 
one-third of the total enrollment. 

This report takes no account of 
the cost of education, but defends 
our contention that you might in- 
crease the outlay for education one 
hundred per cent without improv- 
ing its efficiency even one per cent.

EXAMPLES OF 
EXTRAVAGANCE 

Governor Lehman, of New York, 
recently pointed out instances of 
unnecessary extravagant expendi- 
tures in the conduct of the state 
schools. He surprised many citi- 
zens of his state by acquaimting 
them with the fact that there are 
21 districts in New York which 
contain only one pupil; 67 districts 
which contain only two pupils 
each; 171 districts with three 
pupils each; 222 districts with four 
pupils each; 268 districts with five 
pupils each. In the state there are 
7,059 one teacher schools, and in 
more than one-third of these there 
are less than ten pupils. The Gov- 
ernor observes that it is “economi- 
cally unsound to maintain districts 
with so few pupils.” 

Efforts have been made to con- 
solidate the districts, but always 
against local resistance, which 
means local political effort. Yes,

the Blessed Virgin knows it, and 
men’s needs are answered. 

I believe this is so because by 
reason of her earthly existence the 
Virgin Mother is peculiarly able to 
understand all the great and small 
needs of those of us who also make 
the earthly sojourn. Too often 
have the passive virtues of Mary 
been extolled by her biographers. 
Like Joseph, she was a valiant 
soul. She had to be, daring a
